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Experimental  Legislation. 

Legislation  may  l*  regarded  a*  an 
art,  and  the  legislature  a  uianu  factory 
of  products  to  meet  an  ever  varying 
demand.  Some  of  these  products  are 
so  pernicious  in  their  effects,  that  the 
workmen  resjtonsible  for  them  are 
speedily  and  forever  relegate*  1  to 
spheres  of  action  less  potent  for  guoi 
and  evil.  Othere  confer  such  far 
reaching  benefits,  that  a  grateful  com 
in  unity  never  wearies  of  doing  honor 
to  the  authors  of  them.  There  is  at 
present  an  earnest  demand  for  some 
legislative  product,  which  will  serve  to 
cut  off  the  the  excrescences  grown  out 
of  the  liquor  traffic,  which  seriously 
threaten  the  safety  of  the  people.  It 
will  be  a  sorry  day  for  some  of  the 
workmen  in  the  Trenton  factor}’,  if 
they  either  ignore  or  slight  this  de¬ 
mand,  or  attempt  to  palm  off  upon  the 
public  any  half-baked  legislative  meas¬ 
ure  of  no  use,  nor  intended  to  be  of 
any. 

When  in  the  arts  any  new  product 
is  demanded  there  are  three  stages  of 
development.  The  first  is  the  expert 
mental  period,  in  whiclrysouie  new 
process  is  sought  capable  of  produc 
ing  the  desired  result ;  the  second  iq 
the  working  stage,  in  which  the  pro¬ 
cess,  devised  in  the  laboratory  or  work 
shop  is  put  into  practical  ojieration  on 
a  large  scale  ;  the  third  is  the  improv 
ing  stage.  The  third  stage  is  tht 
most  fruitful,  but  by  no  means  the 
most  difficult  or  important.  In  it 
practical  difficulties  not  before  antici¬ 
pated  are  recognized  and  avoided  or 
overcome ;  advantages  not  expected 
are  perceived  and  utilized ;  possibili¬ 
ties  not  dreamt  of  by  the  original  in¬ 
ventor  are  detected  by  keen  observers, 
worked  out  and  made  realities. 

Fortunately  for  New  Jersey  other 
States  have  borne  the  difficulties,  dan 
gers  and  expense  of  the  first  two 
stages  of  the  development  of  processes 
for  the  production  of  measures  capa¬ 
ble  of  curing,  or  at  least  checking  the 
pernicious  growths  upon  the  liquor 
traffic.  The  stage  of  experiment  has 
extended  over  all  the  years  since  the 
days  of  the  Maine  law  agitation  and  is; 
still  in  progress  in  some  States.  Pro¬ 
cesses,  the  result  of  much  costly  and1 
vexatious  experimenting,  have  been 
put  into  oi>eiation  on  a  large  scale  in 
several  States. 

It  would  therefore  seem  neetlless  for 
our  State  to  go  through  the  turmoil 
ami  confusion  which  has  always  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  experimental  stage. 
Why  not  profit  by  other  peoples’  ex-| 
perience,  and  put  iuto  practical  opera 
tion  the  process  which  has  been  found 
to  work  with  most  beneficial  result  in 
*  our  sister  State  of  Ohio  ?  Where 
could  we  find  a  State  where  the  con¬ 
ditions  are  more  similar  to  our  own  ? 
Has  New  Jersey  large  manufacturing 
industries  and  a  large  artisau  popula 
tion  ?  So  has  Ohio.  Have  we  dense¬ 
ly  populated  cities?  So  has  Ohio. 
Have  we  prosperous  farming  regions  ? 
So  has  Ohio.  Have  we  a  large  Ger¬ 
man  population  ?  So  has  Ohio.  Are 
large  quantities  of  beer  manufactured 
and  consumed  in  New’  Jersey  1  So 
are  they  in  Ohio.  Is  the  Democratic 
party  of  New-  Jersey  mainly  opposed 
to  “  sumtuary  legislation  1"  So  is  it 
in  Ohio.  Is  the  Republican  party  of 
New  Jersey  in  great  part  in  favor  of 
restricting  and  regulating  the  liquor 
traffic  ?  3o  is  it  in  Ohio:  Has  the 
Prohibition  craze  been  a  disturbing 
element  upsetting  all  political  calcula 
tions  in  New  Jersey  1  So  has  it  in 
Ohio.  In  fact  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
tw’o  States  so  similar}’  situated.  Ohio 
has  had  a  fierce  and  costly  struggle 
while  searching  for  a  legislative  reme¬ 
dy  for  the  rum  evil.  It  has  apparent¬ 
ly  found  one  which  is  efficacious  in  a 
degree  hardly  to  have  been  hoped  for. 

Why  not,  gentlemen  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  save  our  people  a  similar  struggle 
and  begin  at  once  at  the  working  stage 
of  remedial  legislation.  The  “  Dow 
Law  ”  of  Ohio  could  be  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  our  State  with  but  little 
change.  A  year’s  operation  would 
doubtless  suggest  improvements  to 
keen  political  observ  ers,  and  ingenious 
statesmen  would  doubtless  point  out 
new  possibilities.  So  much  the  better. 
We  do  not  contend  that  the  “  Dow 
Law  ”  is  perfect,  but  we  do  contend 
that  here  is  a  tried  and  tested  meas 
ure,  which  has  been  found  to  produce 
magnificent  results  on  a  large  scale, 
and  that  it  would  be  the  wisest  states¬ 
manship  to  adopt  it  for  New  Jersey, 
rather  than  force  the  people  of  the 
State  into  the  turmoil  and  bitter  strife 
which  would  result  ini  the  trying  of 
the  experiments  of  half  fledged  statea-

It  has  no  student*  or  “uu*k*r- 
graduate*,  as  we  call  them  in  England. 
It  c* »n*i»ts  of  a  master  and  a  numU-r 
‘ ’fellow*” — men  who  have  taken  their 
degree*  ard  have  dL-aingui&hed  them¬ 
selves  as  scholars.  There  is  a  quaint  old 
rule  in  Latin,  that  says  a  man  t->  l*.-  a  fel¬ 
low  of  All  .Souls’  must  lie  “Well  lorn, 
well  dr*~oed.  and  a  moderately  good  doc¬ 
tor  in  singing.”  There  i*  no  question 
nowadays  of  singing!  But  of  good  breed¬ 
ing  and  good  scholarship  there  is.  And 
to  be  elected  a  fellow  of  All  Souls’  is  a 
great  honor. 

One  of  the  most  distinguished  fellows 
is  Professor  Max  Muller,  the  great  philolo¬ 
gist.  who.  though  lie  is  a  German  by 
birth  and  was  not  educated  at  Oxford, 
was  elected  to  All  Simla’  ns  a  mark  of 
re*i»-el  for  his  immense  learning.  The 
“common  room,”  or  tl»«  fellows'  smaller 
dining  room,  is  a  delightful  old  place 
with  its  great  fireplace  and  its  walls  all 
wainscoted  « ith  black  oak.  while  through 
the  great  window  with  its  heavy  stone 
ruullions  you  look  out  on  to  ancient  ivy 
grown  buildings  round  a  quiet  court 
which  is  tilled  with  a  space  of  velvet  turf. 
On  the  day  of  which  I  speak  Professor 
Max  Mull  r  was  giving  a  luncheon  in 
this  splendid  room  to  the  charming  and 
talented  Princess  Alice,  the  wife  of  the 
grand  duke  of  H**sse  Darmstadt,  and 
second  daughter, of  Queen  Victoria.  There 
were  not  a  dozen  guests  besides  the  priu 
cess  and  her  husband,  and  a  very  agree¬ 
able  luncheon  we  had,  with  pleasant  talk 
on  all  kinds  of  interesting  subjects. 

But  what  excited  the  curiosity  of  all 
the  strangers  present  waflsit  of  the 
most  attractive  little  rouro,  bowls  of 
ancient  silver,  about  tl^e  size  of  a  large 
orange.  They  w.ere  brought  round,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the ‘custom  of  the  "place,  tilled 
to  the  brim  with  the  famous  ale  brewed 
in  the  college.  These,  we  were  told, 
were  tumblers,  and  we  were -sq»eedil) 
shown  how  they  came  by  their  names — 
a  titling  lesson  for  the  guests  of  a  philolo¬ 
gist!  When  one  of  these  little  bowls 
was  empty  it  was  placed  upon  the  table 
mouth  downward.  Instantly,  so  perfect 
was  its  balance,  it  flew  back  into  its 
proper  position;  as  if  asking  to  be  tided 
again.  No  matter  how  it  was  treated, 
trundled  along  the  floor,  balanced 
carefully  on  its  side,  dropped  sud¬ 
denly  upon  the  soft,  thick  carpet-, 
up  it  rolled  again  and  settled 
itself  with  a  few  gentle  shakings  and 
sayings  into  its  place,  like  one  of  those 
India  rubber  tumbling  dolls  your  baby 
brothers  and  sisters  delighl  in.  Thi  . 
then,  was  the  origin  of  our  word  tumblin', 
at  fir>t  made  of  silver,  as  are  these  All 
Souls'  tumblers.  Then,  when  glass  be¬ 
came  common,  the  round  '  glasses  t.’iat 
st*xxl  on  a  fiat  hase  siijierseded  the  ex¬ 
quisitely  Ui lanced  silver  spheres  and  stole 
their  names  so  successfully  that  you  have 
to  go  to  All  Souls’  and  a  few  other  old 
houses  to  see  the  real  thing. 

So  do  words,  with  the  wonderful  life 
that  is  in  them,  change  and  grow  and 
get  fresh  meanings,  full  of  interest  and 
teaching  and  delight  to  these  who  think 
about  them. — Wide  Awake. 


How  Watch  Clubs  Are  Formed. 

Watch  clul«  have  done  a  great  deal 
for  the  business  in  this  country  and  have 
put  gold  watches  into  the  vest  pockets  of 
thousands  who  could  never  hope  to  buy 
them  in  any  other  way.  It  is  not  like 
the  installment  business.  The  club  maker 
or  dealer  dies  not  have  to  charge  an  ex¬ 
orbitant  price  for  the  watches  and  be 
runs  little  or  no  risk,  for  ho  never  lets  a 
watch  go  out  of  his  hands  without  good 
security  in  the  signature  of  a  resionsiblo 
man,  who  signs  an  agreement  to  assume 
the  debt',  if  the  watch  holder  skips  be¬ 
fore  the  last  payment  is  made.  The 
dealer  need  not  buy  a  watch  until  every 
dollar  is  paid  in  for  it  by  the  sixty  or 
more  members  of  the  -club.  Tlieu  he 
draws  a  slip  of  pajier  from  a  box,  and 
the  number  upon  it  designates  the  sub¬ 
scriber  who  is  to  have  the  watch  that 
week.  He  notifies  the  lucky  memlxT 
that  be  has  drawn  a  watch,  and  tells  him 
to  bring  forth  a  surety,  and  lie  can  carry 
it;  but  it  remains  the  property  of  the 
dealer  until  the  last  dollar  has  lx>c*ti  paid, 
and  the  drawer  signs  a  document  to  that 
effect.  The  following  week  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  $1  is  made  from  each  member  of 
the  club,  and  another  drawing  takes 
place.  This  business  lias  assumed  won¬ 
derful  proportions  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  now  there  is  scarcely  a  town 
without  its  watch  club.  Rogues  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  ^chemo,  but  only 
in  a  small  way.  for  they  cannot  O|x*rato 
more  than  one  week  in  a  place  without 
being  detected,  and  then  the  amount  is 
too  small  to  lx?  attractive.— Dealer  in 
New  York  Sun.
